Planned walk-out will affect 18 routes

Bus drivers in the Epsom area will 
go on strike this Monday (Decem¬ 
ber 4) when around 18 bus routes 
could be affected, including those 
used by hospital staff and school 
children. 

The striking drivers are all 
members of the RMT union 
(Rail, Maritime and Transport) 
and are based at Epsom’s Qual¬ 
ity Line depot, on Roy Richmond 
Way. 

They say they are striking be¬ 
cause their employer, Quality 
Lane RATP Group, is not recog¬ 
nising RMT as the union of choice 
of most of its drivers. 

An RMT member said members 
were “confident that very few, if 
any, buses will leave Epsom Ga¬ 
rage” during the strike and said 
it was regrettable that the public 
had to suffer because of a “weak 
and inflexible” management. 


Routes affected include the 
467 school days service which 
runs between Epsom Hook and 
Hinchley Wood School, and the 
S3 which runs between Sutton 
Hospital and Malden Manor 
station. 

A Quality Line RATP spokes¬ 
man said he hoped the major¬ 
ity of services would still be 
running and said the firm was 
committed to working “col- 
laboratively” with trade union 
partners. 

He said: “We have a long, 
well-established relationship 
with Unite at London United 
and London Sovereign and have 
recently extended that relation¬ 
ship to our Quality Line garage 
in Epsom. Every effort will be 
made to keep any disruption to a 
minimum. 

“We are working hard to 
make sure we can deliver a reli¬ 
able service for customers and 
are confident that we will be 
able to run the majority of our 
services.”

Chalk Lane Hotel could be 
turned into homes, if Epsom 
and Ewell Council approves a 
new planning application. 

The hotel, in Chalk Lane, 
Epsom, currently has 21 
rooms, and the plans include 
21 flats, with between one 
and four bedrooms, as well as 
space for cars and bicycles, 
and a communal garden at 
the rear. 

The roadside front of the 
building would remain un¬ 
changed by the proposals. 

There are listed buildings 
on the site, which the ap¬ 
plicant - Burlington Devel¬ 
opments London - has said 
would be protected. 

Chalk Lane Hotel has two 
conjoined buildings, Wood- 
cote Cottage and Heathcote 
House. 

A cottage, possibly Wood- 
cote Cottage, is recorded on 


the site as early as 1711, and 
Heathcote House dates from 
the late nineteenth century. 

Epsom Guardian contacted 
the hotel, but the owner was 


unavailable for comment be¬ 
fore going to print. 

A decision on the applica¬ 
tion is expected by February 
20, 2018. 
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BID hopes for high street 


Woman enjoyed centenary at care home 


Epsom High Street re¬ 
tailers could soon be 
introducing a Business 
Improvement District, 
known as a BID, to help 
attract visitors from far¬ 
ther afield. 

The scheme would see 
businesses contributing 
money for joint market¬ 
ing schemes and excit¬ 
ing public events to turn 
Epsom High Street into a 
honeypot for shoppers. 

More than 350 busi¬ 


nesses in Epsom are 
currently voting on the 
issue, which needs a ma¬ 
jority of 51 per cent to be 
passed. 

Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council have al¬ 
ready said it is voting yes, 
and the BID is also said to 
be supported by Epsom 
Downs Racecourse. 

Councillor Neil Dallon, 
deputy mayor for Epsom 
and Ewell, said: “We’re 
certainly in favour of 


the BID, it’s a fantastic 
opportunity, not just for 
businesses but the area.” 

The proposed five-year 
vision, sent out to the 
participating businesses, 
includes plans to get Ep¬ 
som recognised as a zone 
six area for Oyster card 
users. 

The ballot closes at 5pm 
on Wednesday December 
13 and the results will 
be announced the next 
day.

Zulu royalty visited Epsom 
Cemetery to pay respects to 
Lieutenant Colonel Northey 
who fought in the Anglo-Zulu 
war and died at the Battle of 
Gingindlovu. 

The special guests included 
Her Royal Highness Princess 
Zama-Zulu Shange, Princess 
Pakamile Shange and Prince 
Nqaba of the Zulu Royal 
House, who are descendants 
from one of the Zulu com¬ 
manders at Gingindlovu. 

The Northey family also at¬ 
tended, making Wednesday’s 
ceremony one of reconcilia¬ 
tion for the families who were 
fighting on both sides on that 
fateful day, April 2 1879. 

Lt Col Northey died after 
being hit in the right shoul¬ 
der by a Zulu bullet, although 
he went to the surgeon who 
removed the bullet instead of 
resting he went back to sup¬ 


port his men. 

As he cheered his men on, 
he suffered a sudden haemor¬ 
rhage and collapsed, bleeding 
heavily from his brachial ar¬ 
tery. He died four days later, 
on the April 6. 

The ceremony took place 


in the Northey enclosure 
at 12.30pm and included 
the playing of the last post 
and a volley fired over the 
grave. 

A guard of honour was 
formed of member of Victo¬ 
rian military re-enactors.

School plans expansion to GCSEs 


A private school for pupils aged two to 13 
in Leatherhead is set to expand to offer 
GCSEs. 

Downsend School which already operates 
a prep and pre-prep will include a Senior 
School from September 2020, educating 
boys and girls up to Year 11, seeing them 
through a three-year GCSE programme.

In the last few weeks across the country celebrations 
have taken place to mark the 100th anniversary of 
the Balfour Declaration. The declaration was a 
public statement issued by the British Government 
during World War One announcing support for the 
establishment of a national home for die Jewish 
people in Palestine.The letter sent by Arthur James 
Balfour was important as it recognised the right of 
the Jewish people to self-determination. The modern 
state of Israel was established on 14 May 1948. 

We should mark with pride the role that Britain 
played in helping the establishment of the only true 
democracy in the Middle EastSadly those who claim 
to represent the interests of the Palestinian people 
blame Israel, Britain and others for not having a 
state, while ignoring their own culpability Had the 
Arab nations accepted the 1947 United Nations 
partition agreement there would be a Palestinian 
State now. There would have been no wars in 1948, 
1967 and 1973 and there would have been no loss of 
life in the countless terror attacks that have taken 
place since. If the President of the Palestinian 
Authority, Mahmoud Abbas, would correcdy 
recognise Balfour today as a positive step towards 
Jewish statehood, and not be so embittered by the 
failure of his own leadership to achieve sovereignty 
for his people, it would be a step towards peace in this 
troubled region.

Who’s responsible for road repair cock-ups? 


Crikey, the cycling lobby is a 
ferocious beast with a hefty chip 
on its shoulder. But harangue me 
all you like, I still maintain cycling 
two abreast in narrow country 
lanes is irresponsible. And why 
you think a lollipop woman is 
required to hold up traffic on 
zebra crossings, where drivers 
are already required to stop, I 
do not know? Anyhow, maintain¬ 
ing an on-the-road theme I was 
contacted recently by a lovely 
gentleman who described an is¬ 
sue in his street. 

Charles Humphreys was left 
fuming when his journey to work 
was delayed every day for more 
than a week - despite no work 
whatsoever being carried out on 
the road. How many times have 
you driven through long stretches

of roadworks without seeing work 
being done? 

In this case Thames Water 
installed temporary traffic lights 
and set up a lines of cones to 
repair a leaking pipe. However, it 
never had permission to carry out 
the work and as a result nothing 
was done for more than a week, 
despite causing traffic jams hold¬ 
ing up thousands of people for at 
least half an hour every day. 

A spokesman for Thames Water 
said it was a “breakdown in com¬ 
munications”. 

In fact, Thames Water had sub¬ 


mitted a Streetworks permit to the 
local council to carry out the work 
but it was refused and the job was 
aborted. 

The company has since 
apologised for the mistake but 
Mr Humphreys says this is not 
good enough considering the 
thousands of hours of everybody’s 
wasted time. I have to say I agree 
with him wholeheartedly. 

How many other times is this 
happening across south London 
and how many people are having 
their journeys made a complete 
misery by such thoughtless ac¬ 
tion? 

In this case the council ordered 
the company to remove the tem¬ 
porary signals and issued a fixed 
penalty notice to Thames Water. 

Mr Humphreys said: “I think 


this is symptomatic of what so 
goes on with our roads: a lack of 
accountability of those in charge 
and inconsiderate and poorly 
managed road works that wreak 
havoc to traffic. The other issue 
is the poor quality of road/tarmac 
repairs left behind, which result 
in future potholes. This is also 
another big on-going issue - a nice 
road is dug up only to be re-laid 
by feckless workmen.” 

He believes authorities should 
be held to account for major cock 
ups like this. I agree, what do you 
think?_

WONDER (PG): Lovingly adapted from the award¬ 
winning 2012 novel by RJ Palacio, Wonder is an 
exquisitely calibrated drama eschews mawkish sen¬ 
timentality but still has us weeping uncontrollably by 
the end credits. An elegant script penned by director 
Stephen Chbosky, Steve Conrad and Jack Thorne 
confidently navigates the choppy emotional waters 
that threaten to separate four members of a Manhat¬ 
tan family, who have learnt the hard way that beauty 
comes from within. A simple bookmark structure al¬ 
ternates between narrators, exposing chinks in the 
characters’ armour as they wrestle with insecurities 
and learn life lessons from a 10-year-old boy (Jacob 
Tremblay) with a rare genetic syndrome, which has 
resulted in 27 agonising surgeries to rebuild his face. 
Julia Roberts and Owen Wilson are an appealing 
parental double-act and Izabela Vidovic beautifully il¬ 
luminates the guilt that gnaws at her older sister. The 
two-hour running time passes with copious laughter 
and tears. Only a stone cold heart will be able to re¬ 
sist the film’s sincere and heartfelt charms. 

THE MAN WHO INVENTED CHRISTMAS (PG): Put¬ 
ting aside the veracity of the title, The Man Who In¬ 
vented Christmas is a family-friendly jaunt that melds 
historical fact and literary fantasy a la Shakespeare In 
Love. The halls of Susan Coyne’s script are decked in 
Victorian-era period detail and unabashed sentimen¬ 
tality, drawing parallels between Dickens’ upbringing 
and Ebenezer Scrooge’s painful journey of self-reali¬ 
sation. Downtown Abbey pin-up Dan Stevens adopts 
a shaggy mane, not too dissimilar from his flowing 
locks in Beauty And The Beast, as one of the titans of 
English literature, whose career was in the doldrums 
before Jacob Marley’s ghostly chains rattled in his 
imagination. Bharat Nalluri’s film is both comforting 
and achingly familiar, wringing out decent laughs in 
scenes where Christopher Plummer’s acid-tongued 
miser belittles the author, who gave birth to him. The 
overriding tone is saccharine, so audiences won’t 
need to buy anything from the concessions stand to 
get a full-blast sugar fix. 

BATTLE OF THE SEXES (12A): Husband and wife 


directors Jonathan Dayton and Valerie Faris serve- 
and-volley a fine romance in their dramatisation of 
the televised 1973 match between Billie Jean King 
(Emma Stone) and Bobby Riggs (Steve Carell), which 
was billed as a showdown of youth versus experience 
as much as a battle of the sexes. 

Or as Riggs pithily summarises the rivalry in the film: 
“Male chauvinistic pig versus hairy-legged feminist, 
no offence.” Scriptwriter Simon Beaufoy, who previ¬ 
ously penned The Full Monty and Slumdog Million¬ 
aire, elegantly navigates the personal lives of the two 
protagonists as he explores gender inequalities and 
sexual identity in the run-up to the winner-takes-all 
contest at the Houston Astrodome in Texas. It’s a 
sophisticated, crowd-pleasing rally of heartache and 
triumph against adversity, underpinned by universal 
messages of acceptance and respect. 
SUBURBICON (15): A bungled home invasion in a 
pristine, picket-fenced 1950s American community 
provides the catalyst for George Clooney’s darkly 
comic crime caper starring Matt Damon as a family 
man, who conceals dark secrets from his young son 
(Noah Jupe). Based on a script by Oscar-winning sib¬ 
lings Joel and Ethan Coen, which has been gathering 
dust on a shelf for more than 30 years and arguably 
should have stayed there, Suburbicon addresses 
timely issues of racial politics and family disunity with¬ 
out drawing blood or compelling conclusions. The 
two narrative strands of Clooney’s film - bigotry and 
deceit - are awkwardly woven together into a tableau 
that can’t decide whether it wants to satirise society 
or pass swingeing commentary on the thinly veiled 
ugliness behind the American dream. As a thriller, the 
film telegraphs its cold-blooded intentions so far in 
advance, the only mystery is how the police, led by 
Officer Hightower (Jack Conley), are blind to the skul¬ 
duggery in a post-war paradise of manicured lawns, 
voluminous skirts and dutiful housewives. A predict¬ 
able tale of crime and punishment, which oozes pe¬ 
riod style but lacks suspense and a satisfying pay-off. 
DADDY’S HOME 2 (12A): The rotten apple never 
falls far from the tree and Sean Anders’ moulder¬ 


ing sequel to his testosterone-fuelled 2015 comedy 
lands with a mightier thud than its ham-fisted prede¬ 
cessor. Drenched in enough sickly festive spirit to 
make even the most ardent fan of Christmas gag and 
splutter “bah humbug”, Daddy’s Home 2 reunites 
a gurning Will Ferrell and po-faced Mark Wahlberg 
as hapless parents with very different approaches 
to raising the same children. Father knows best - or 
loudly claims to - in Anders’ script, co-written by John 
Morris, which ramps up the mean-spirited games of 
one-upmanship with the addition of an older gen¬ 
eration of dysfunctional family members played by 
Mel Gibson and John Lithgow. Themes of divorce, 
infidelity and macho pride are clumsily flung into an 
unappetising mix that once again relies heavily on 
Ferrell’s repertoire of exaggerated physical pratfalls 
for meek laughs. There are only so many times he 
can be pummelled in the face before our season of 
goodwill wanes. 


THE STAR (U): Timothy Reckart’s computer-animat¬ 
ed road trip from Nazareth to Bethlehem glimpses 
the nativity through the eyes of talking four-legged 
and feathered critters, who will eventually congregate 
around the holy manger. Very young children might 
be scared by a sword-wielding henchman and his 
snarling dogs, who are dispatched to slaughter preg¬ 
nant Mary (voiced by Gina Rodriguez). However, in al¬ 
most every respect, Carlos Kotkin’s faith-heavy script 
is piously and politically correct to a fault, lightening a 
reverential mood with groansome gags that wouldn’t 
be out of place as Christmas cracker mottos. The 
Star is geared towards Christian congregations but 
audiences of all faiths will be able to engage with a 
menagerie of cute protagonists, who play instrumen¬ 
tal roles in the birth. The script preaches thanksgiv¬ 
ing, peace and goodwill to all (wo)men. Those sen¬ 
timents, if not the quality of the filmmaking, merit a 
hearty hallelujah.

Robinson, shares his top tips to ensure you get the 
most from your open house day 

In an age of online house hunting, don’t be misled 
into thinking buyers won’t take up an open house 
day opportunity. From looking online, to viewing 
a property in person and making an offer, open 
house days are a modern approach to house selling 
which aims to make the process easier and more 
accessible for buyers. 

It’s also worth remembering that hosting an open 
house day can encourage new buyers and sellers 
to register and prompt many to view properties they 
might have otherwise ignored. 

Here, Guy gives his top tips on how to prepare for 
an open house day: 

ALWAYS: 

Prepare your house weeks in advance 

Declutter. Put items in storage, clean and add 
personal touches such as fresh flowers and scented 
candles. Keep decor neutral and the lights on to 
ensure there are no awkward or dark corners. 

Groom your garden. The front garden is often the 
first thing a potential viewer will see and one of the 
most underrated selling tools. Mow the lawn, keep 
plants looking fresh and colourful and put out any 
garden furniture for an added lifestyle touch in the 
back garden. 

Hide your pets on the day. Respect the fact that 
many people might not be dog or cat lovers like you. 
What’s more, you don’t want to put off any potential 
buyers with a bad smell. 

NEVER: 

Get too involved with viewers. You are there 
to help potential buyers navigate their way around 
the house, offer tea and coffee and answer any 
questions they might have. Don’t tell them your life 


story such as how the cat died and where it’s now 
buried! 

Get carried away with demand. Remember 
buyers won’t say what they are truly thinking if the 
seller is present on the day. Most viewers will be 


polite and pleasant and that could encourage a 
presuming seller to raise the price. Beware of falling 
into this trap! All your hard work could be undone if 
a buyer is not prepared to pay what you’re asking. 

Prevent access from certain parts of the home 


This will only set alarm bells ringing. If it’s clutter 
you’re hiding, rent out storage space. It’s unrealistic 
to expect buyers to commit to purchasing your 
home when they can’t see all of it.

PEUGEOT 308 

Peugeot’s latest 308 looks to have come of age, now boasting a 
complete range of PureTech petrol and. 

BlueHDi diesel engines. 

Jonathan Crouch 
reports. 



BACKGROUND: What do you look 
for in an Astra-sized family hatchback? 

If it’s driving excitement, you’ll find it in a 
Ford Focus. If it’s sheer value, then you’re 
more likely to be drawn towards cars like 
Hyundai’s i30 or Kia’s cee’d. But what if 
your priorities are a bit more relaxed? You 
want an expensive feel. An absorbent ride. 
A laid back demeanour. And a carthat 
makes you feel you’re in something much 
nicer. Perhaps, just perhaps, you want one 
of these, the revised version of Peugeot’s 
second generation 308. 

Yes, we’re looking at a package of facelift 
improvements here, but there are some 
genuinely significant ones, with changes to 
engines, transmissions and overall running 
cost efficiency. As before, the car runs on 
the PSA Group’s hi-tech EMP2 (‘Efficient 
Modular Platform 2’), underpinnings that 
now support a smarter, classier body. 

The result promises to be a carthat family 
hatch buyers must now take very seriously 
indeed. Let’s check it out. 
EXPERIENCE: It’s nice to reportthat 
the changes made to this 308 are more 
than skin-deep. There’s an all-new 1.5-litre 
BlueHDi 130 desel engine for example. 
And if you’re able to stretch up to the 
2.0-litre BlueHDi 180 diesel powerplant 
atthetop ofthe range, you’ll nowfind it 
mated to an all-new &speed automatic 
transmission. The brand says that its 
1.2-litre three cylinder PureTech petrol 
engine has been extensively revised too, 
in pursuit of extra efficiency. Otherwise, 
it’s as you were. Most will want the 1.6-litre 


BlueHDi unit, which comes in either 100 
or 120bhp guises. There’s also a 2.0-litre 
BlueHDi engine, offered with either 150 
or 180bhp. For petrol people, the engine 
line-up opens with an 82bhp, 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder PureTech unit, then there’s 
a choice of either 110 or 130bhp versions 
of this same engine further up the range. 
Across the line-up, transmissions are 
fairly standard fare, with five and six-speed 
manuals or a six-speed torque-converter 
automatic. If you want something sparkier, 
there’s a choice ofthe warmed-up GT 
model orthe foil-fat GT hot hatch. The GT 
variant gets the older petrol 1.6-litre THP 
unit in 205bhp guise orthe 2.0 BlueHDi 
180 diesel unit. Goforthe GT and there’s 
a 270bhp version ofthe 1.6 THP petrol 
powerplant. Dynamically, the 308 has 
never really been a carforthe hard 
charger. Instead, it’s a family hatchback 
that’s more about refinement and a relaxed 
gait. The suspension carries no great 
surprises, with a standard front strut and 
reartorsion beam arrangement. Peugeot 
has fitted reartrailing arms that allow greater 
longitudinal arc in the wheel travel. It sounds 
esoteric but it makes for a smoother ride 
when the rear wheels hit ridges or bumps. 
The electrically-assisted power steering 
is geared towards ease of use ratherthan 
detailed feedback but perhaps that’s just 
as well. It makes the 308 very comfortable 
around town in the sort of usage it will 
mostly see. 

DESIGN: This revised 308 features a 
sleeker bon net that flows into a vertical 


grille that has a central Lion badge and the 
‘Peugeot’ name sculpted into the upper 
trim. The revised elliptical headlights come 
with integrated daytime running light LEDs 
to produce a distinctive front light signature. 
Other design-led changes include a 
re-styled front bumper with three lower 
grille openings to ensure effective engine 


cooling, while the rear lamps show a smart 
three-claw light signature. PI usher variants 
all feature a large glass roof as standard. 
Otherwise, things are much as before, this 
car exhibiting a mature, confident look. It’s 
not trying too hard. We like that. 

The interior retains the ‘fCockpit’ design 
that sees the driver looking the instruments 


overthetop ofthe steering wheel. As 
before, there’s also 

a 9.7-inch centre dash colour monitor 
incorporating ‘Mirror Screen’ technology 
which allows you to connect in your 
smartphone using the ‘Android 
Auto’/’MirrorLink’ or ‘Apple CarPlay’ 
systems. There’s aso afaster-acting 


navigation system with voice control that 
connects into the TomTom real time traffic 
monitoring service. Otherfeatures are as 
before. The contra-rotating rev counter is 
a neat touch, the oversized manual gear 
knob less so. Space all round is more than 
adequate and the 470-litre boot is excellent. 
If you need more space, there’s a 308 
SW estate variant with a 660-litre boot 
extendable to 1,660-litres with the rear 
bench folded. 

MARKET: Prices range in the £ 15,000 
to £27,000 bracket and there’s a choice 
between Access, Sportium, Active, Allure, 
GT Line and GT trim levels, plus a GT hot 
hatch model. The two bodystyles are a 
five-door hatch and a spacious SW estate. 
Engine options range between a choice 
oftwo different 1.6-litre BlueHDi diesels, 
offering either 100 or 120bhp, plus there’s 
a 2.0-litre BlueHDi unit with either 150 or 
180bhp. Petrol people choose between 
82,110 or 130bhp versions ofthe
